Minimum Wage 
Law Covers 
More People 


On April 8, 1974, the Presid- 
ent signed into law new mini- 
mum wage legislation. Estima- 
tes indicate the new law will 
extend coverage to fivemillion 
federal, state and local gover- 
nment employes, onemillion do- 
mestics, 600,000 retail store 
employes, 120,000 service ind- 
ustry workers and 25,000 farm 
workers, says Charles Maddox 
Extension resource management 
specialist at Auburn. 

An area of great concern and, 
one that seems to be creat- 
ing confusion is the new cover- 
age of domestic workers by the 
minimum wage. A domestic 
worker, says Maddox, is a per- 
son employed to perform work 
in the home or on the home 
grounds such as gardening or 
care and maintenance of lawn 
and shrubbery. The minimum 
wage applies ifthe worker works 
as many as eight hours during 
the week for any one or a com- 
bination of employers. The min- 
imum pay also applies if the 
worker is paid as much as 
$50 in wages during a calendar 
quarter. 

The minimum wage rate is 
$1.90 per hour effective May 
Ist, 1974, and increases to $2 
on January 1, 1975; 2.20 on Jan- 
uary 1, 1976 and $2.30 on Jan- 
vary 1, 1977. Workers must 
be paid overtime for any work 
over 40 hours per week, except 
for live-in employes. 

The specialist notes that the 
minimum wage doesn’t apply 
where a casual baby-sitter is 
employed or where a person 
is employed as a companion. 
If a person is employed as a 
companion, that person can’t 
perform any general household 
work or duties 

And if an employer furnishes 
transportation and meals to a 
domestic employe a reasonable 
allowance for those cost can be 
included as pari of total pay

The World Football League 
won an important court battle 
last week when a Cincinnati 
judge refused to stop the new 
league from contacting and 
Signing active NFL players. 

The NFL Cincinnati Ben- 
gals had sought a preliminary 
injunction against the WFL and 
Bengal linebacker Bill Bergey, 
but the court ruled that grant- 
ing the injunction would “harm 
the public interest in fostering 
free competition in the market 
place for the sports dollar.”

“IT had the ‘big room,’ we 
called it,” says Mrs. Brown 
I had grades 4,5,6,7 & 8, and 
was the principal. Miss Lu- 
cile Brown, my sister-in-law, 
had the ‘little room.’” She 
taught grades 1,2 & 3. 

“Lucile married James Den- 
ms from Troy in 1934 after 
school was out. ‘They live in 
Atlanta, Georgia, but have re- 
tired and are planning to live 
in Clearwater, Florida. They 
have two daughters. 

“I married Eugene Brown 
on December 3, 1932, and taught 
at Zion Chapel School until 
1972 when I retired. When the 
schools were consolidated, the 
site for the new building was 
moved near Jack, Alabama in 
1937. My father-in-law, Jes- 
sie Brown, gave the land for 
the new building. 

“I taught my first school 
in a church called Gum Spr- 
ings near Victoria. I had 7 
grades in one room’ the sec- 
ond year. (I had: married and 
moved to Jack, Ala.

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PITY THE POOR ROOSTER 


Modern poultrymen = are 
ruining the , rooster’s love 
life until an innovative farm 
er in Coffee County came up 
with. the idea for a happy 
hour. Now the rooster, hens 
and the farmer--are happy 

But when J. O. Reeves of 
Route 1, Opp, started planning 
his poultry operation, the last 
ting he wanted was a lack of 
interest between his 12,000 hens 
and 1,500 roosters. His bus 
iness was producing fertilized 
eges--those that would eventua 
lly become baby chicks 

When he. started planning 
his two breeder houses and talk 
ing with other producers he 
found that if he went with the 
Straight slatted-floor type ho 
use he would be sorry. Other 
growers told him:that roosters 
on slatted floors just didn't have 
the amorous interests they 
should have. They weren't com- 
fortable and were balking and 
generally gave theappearance 
that they were interested only 
in eating--not in helping pro 
duce fertilized eggs 

So when Reeves picked a 
house design, he settled on one 
that’s referred in breeder 


hen circles as the “happy hour 

type In each of his two 40 

by 300 foot houses two-thirds 
of the floor space ha 

that are two feet off the floor 

But down each side 

maining space as dirt floor 


with shavings 
TA Wir Wall Keéps the hen 
and roosters up on the slatted 


area each day until the hens 
have finished most of the laying 
for the day. Then each after- 
noon doors automatically Swing 
open and hens and roosters qui- 
ckly come down off the slatted 
area and enjoy the comfort of 
the “natural” environment 
County Extension Chairman 
Tom Casaday explained it this 
way: “We've known for years 
that you could take boys out 
of the country, but you can’t 


“take the country out of the boy 


Now we're finding out that you 
can't take all the country style 
of life--hens acratching in the 
dirt--out of the hen if you ex- 
pect her to give. maximum ef- 
ficiency 

Why not just let the hens and 
roosters stay on the dirt floor 
all the time It would be im- 
possible for the Reeves to use 
some of today’s modern equ- 
ipment--mainly automatic egg 
gathering equipment With 
floor-type houses it takes 
three people to manage about 
11,000 hens. Withthese modern 
type houses the Reeves can 
manage 13,000 hens. They're 
raising these hens on con- 
tract with ConAgra Company 
in Enterprise and because 
eggs have a higher rate of hat- 
chability and are cleaner they 
get more return for each dozen 
eggs they produce 

In this operation, Reeves ch- 
ecks the houses throughout the 
day to make Sure that all equip- 
ment is working properly. But 
the main chore of Mr. andMrs.

Reeves and their 16-year old 
daughter, Ann, is to stand in 
their egg room, take eggs off 
the egg belt and place them on 
a flat 

Then eggs are picked up re 
gularly and taken in to ConAg 
ra’s hatchery. Working closely 
with the Reeves are ConAgra’s 
breeder service man, Andy 
Wilson and breeder supervisor 
Huey Hilburn 

Some people might not fully 
appreciate what a breeder hen 
operation like this means tothe 
economy of anarea. But for Co 
ffee County and surrounding 
counties, it’s the nucleus of a 
giant industry 

Before 
processing plant at Enterprise 
broilers grossed Coffee County 
poultrymen about $5 million a 
year. By 1973 the income from 
broilers to county poultrymen 
was about $22 million. Andthis 
is just a small part of the 
impact of the broiler business 
on the area’s economy. The 
company employs about 425 
people with a yearly payroll 
of about $2.5 million 

“And believe me,” said Cas- 
adiy, “that’s not chicken feed.”

On a recent May morning, 
Clifton Sullivan went out to 
work on his farm in Geneva, 
Ala., and Air Cadet Nguyen H.

Heelectedtogo 
down and ask for help, and he 
could not have picked a more 
cooperative person to question 
than Clifton Sullivan 

I'll just go along and show 
you,’ the farmer told the pilot 
So he switched off histractor, 
got into the helicopter, and 
proceeded to navigate by fol- 
lowing highways back to Ft 
Rucker 

The first place they came 
to that was recognizable as a 
landing area Was Lowe Army 
Heliport, a main training site 
for UH-1 *'Huey” helicopters 
It is located about 3 miles 
from main post 

Son could not make contact 
with the Lowe tower because 
its radio and the one in his 
aircraft were not compatible 
But he landed anyway 

After recovering their com- 
posure, operations personne] 
at Lowe took charge. They 
called maintenance to remove 
the TH-55 from the runway, 
gave the air cadet a ride to 
his quarters, and called for 
a sedan to carry Sullivan 
home 


So Clifton Sullivan had taken 
his first helicopter ride and 
served as navigator to boot

buildings that are unsightly and 
dangerous 

We have information on con- 
trolling all types of weeds and 
undesirable grasses If you 
need help on this, get in touch 
with us. 

Don Wambles, who lives on 
Route One, Elba, has a lot of 
sandspurs in corn It is too 
late now to use a preemer 
gence herbicide but he can use 
a directed spray application of 
Evik or Lorox, and it should do 
an excellent job in killing these 
sandspurs and other weeds 


PEANUT WEED CONTROL 

If we ever get a good rain 
in Coffee County, we are going 
to have a lot of weeds coming 
up that should have been up sev- 
eral weeks ago. I! look for a 
problem to occur in controll- 
ing these weeds because the 
peanuts will be too big to use 
our regular weed and grass con- 
trol. It is unfortunate that.we 
did not get a rain three weeks 
ago to bring up some of these 


weeds and grasses right after 
we planted 

We have always advised our 
Coffee County growers on the 
recommended chemicals touse 
However, this year we hope to 
give special attention to indi- 
vidual problems I hope you 
will get rain soon. If you do 
get a weed problem in your 
peanuts or corn you need help 
on call ‘us at 894-5596. Give 
us the names of the weeds that 
you are having problems with, 
and we will give you the very 
latest recommendations on con- 
trolling these weeds 

The problems this year may 
be unique, and you will need 
extra help on this. I hope you 
will take advantage of this spe 
cial service that we are provid 
ing.

FARM EXPORTS 

The increase in farm ex- 
ports from the United States 
the past few years is just al- 
most unbelievable.

Joel Moody 
Peanut And 


Soybean Farmer 


BY: THOMAS CASADAY 


Joel B. Moody of Route One, 
Kinston, is one of the few farm 
ers in Coffee County growing 
both peanuts and soybeans. This 
is the third year he has gone 
with this combination and has 
been successful so far. Coffee 
County plants about 26,000 ac 
res of peanuts and about 8,000 
acres Of soybeans 

We have always said in the 
past that soybeans and peanuts 
would not do well in a rotation 
I asked peanut specialist Dean 
Bond at Auburn about this and 
this is what he said: “It is all 
right if you use the proper 
cropping order such as corn, 
peanuts, and soybeans Even 
more ideal would be to have a 
four-year rotation of corn, pea- 
huts, corn and soybeans. This 
gives you an opportunity to get 
around southern blight and 
broadleaf weed problems in 
peanuts. The ideal situation wo- 
uld be to have enough land to 
use it once every three years 
for peanuts,” 

I asked Moody what he had 
learned about growing soybeans 
the past two years. He said, 
“There is one thing--it takes 
a lot of water to make them 
You really have to get enough 
rain on them whenever they 
Start putting on pods. Of cour 
se, we had a dry year two years 
ago We made in the neigh- 
borhood of 20 bushels per acre.” 

Last year Moody had some 
beans that made 40 bushels per 
acre. He planted 35 acres last 
year and is planting 65 acres 
this time In addition to the 
soybeans he plants 45 acres of 
peanuts--some of this is on 
rented land and some is onland 
that he owns. Incidentally, his 
son Glen is out of the Navy 
now and is farming with him 
full time. 

Moody fertilized his soy- 
beans according to soil test 
using about 300 pounds of 8-24- 
24. He innoculated his seed and 
innoculates each year regard- 
less of whether he has grown 
soybeans on that land before. 
All three years he’s used Tre- 
flan to get good weed and grass 
control. He's been under a good 
weed and grass control program 
with both corn and peanuts for 
about 10 years now; . conse- 
quently, he doesn’t have the 
weed and grass problems today 
that a lot of farmers have. 
He uses Attrex on his cornap- 
plied immediately after plant- 
ing. He said that coffee weeds 
are so bad in some ofthis fields 
that he could not make a good 
crop of corn without using a her- 
bicide 

I asked Moody about the diff- 
erence in the cost of produc- 
ing an acre of soybeans and an 
acre of peanuts. He said, “Th- 
ere would be quite a difference 
in the cost. We plant about 45 
pounds of beans per acre. For 
fertilizer we use about the same 
grade and amount of fertilizer 
as for peanuts. Landplaster 
(gypsum) and leafspot control 
and herbicides for peanuts costs 
more than they do for soybeans 
I use Balan and over the top 
treatments for peanuts and this 
costs more than for soybeans 
There is a lot of difference 
In the production and harvest- 
ing costs 

Moody is very rainfall con- 
scious when it comes to soy- 
bean production. He said he 
needs rain the last of August 
and the first of September when 
the pods are being set to make 
a good crop of beans.” 

Moody has been growing 
peanuts all of his life and just 
recently started growing soy- 
beans. I asked him how pea- 
nut production compares with 
soybean production. He said, 
You know, I’ve talked to you 
and have visited the experiment 
Stations at Headland, Alabama, 
and at Tifton, Georgia, and 
talked to various specialists 
and growers about peanut and 
soybean production I have 
been told not to plant soybeans 
following peanuts However 
some ?esearch people feel like 
if the soybean stubble is turn- 
ed deep enough most growers 
would not have any trouble 
with a soybean and peanut ro 
tation.’ 

Moody does not have enough 
Soybeans to justify a com- 
bine even though he would like 
to Own one of his own He 
depends on some of his nei- 
ghbors For this reason he 
plants the Bragg variety 
because it does not shatter 
as readily as some of the ot- 
her varieties Most years 
Moody likes to start planting 
by the 10th of May and finish 
by the 15th When he first 
Started he planted early and 
this brought on some worm 
problems He feels like the 
middle of May is his ideal time 
to plant 

Coffee County growers are 
expanding soybean production 
each year If peanut prices 
dropped severely, more beans 
would be planted. Extra land 
1S coming into production. I 
would expect an increase in bean 
production in this area pro- 
vided the price remains good

20th to May 24th is 
National E-F-N-E-P Week, re- 
cognizing five years of pro- 
gress. This program, initiated

APPLIANCE REPAIR 

Portable appliance repairs 
aren't always easy to get. Be-

of these appliances don’t need 
repair in the first place. 

For example, many times 
the trouble is not with the app- 
fiance itself but rather with: 
the outlet. Always check the

All Viruses 
Not So Bad 
After All 


Killing off insects by in- 
fecting them with their own 
viruses is not Just a scien- 
tific dream for the distant 
future 

The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency recently 
cleared the way for com- 
mercial production of the 
nation’s first viral pesticide, 
and it could come into wide- 
spread use for controlling 
some major cotton pests in 
the near future. Prospects 
also are held out for its use 
against corn earworms and 
tomato fruitworms, pending 
further study 

The new product is not 
harmful to man, domestic 
animals, wildlife, beneficial 
insects, or the environment, 
EPA said 

Developed by a chemical 
firm in Libertyville, Ill., the 
naturally occurring virus is 
produced in laboratory 
reared insects and attacks 
only specific target pests. In 
the case of cotton, it is used 
as a means of controlling the 
bollworm and tobacco bud- 
worm 

EPA's endorsement of the 
product followed almost 10 
years’ testing on thousands 
of cotton acres from Ala- 
bama to California, the Na- 
tional Cotton Council said 

Several other viral pesti- 
cides also are under investi- 
gation for different crops

was killed Saturday night about SHOWING —> 


8:20 p.m. at his home. Medi- 
cal examinations at the Elba 
General Hospital revealed he 
was hit five times with a gun 
shot at close range. At least 
two of the bullets hit critical 
parts of his body, one in the 
forehead and another in his 
chest at or near his heart. 

The shooting was first re- 
ported when Flowers’ wife and 
his younger brother telephoned 
the Elba police department and 
requested a rescue squad. 
Later they telephoned again 
and said they were coming to- 
ward the Elba General 
Hospital, down the Elba-Troy 
highway and requested the po- 
lice to meet them. Two units 
of the Elba police immediately 
responded and intercepted the 
Flowers’ car and escorted it 
to the hospital where the victim 
Was pronounced dead on ar- 
rival 

Charged with first degree 
murder in the incident was 
Harvey H. Waters, III, age 26 
Waters is a native of Elba and

New Safety 
Regulations On 


Life Jackets 


Conservation Commission 
er Claude D. Kelley announced 
that Alabama's Water Safety 
law has been amended to com- 
ply with federal boating regula- 
tions. 

One of the most significant 


changes, Tom S. Shackelford 
Director of the Water Safety 
Division, stated, involves the 


personal flotation device re- 
quirements for boats 16 feet 
in length and over. 

This new regulation reads 
as follows: 

“Section I. Every vessel 
operated on the waters of this 
state is required to have on 
board at least one U.S. Coast 
Guard approved personal flo- 
tation device (PFD) for each 
occupant aboard the vessel as 
specified below: 

Class I (less than 16 feet) 
a Type I, II, Ill, or IV 

Class HI (16 feet but less 
than 26 feet): a Type I. Il. on 
Ill. 


Class III 
than 40 feet): a 
or Ill. 

Class IV (over 40 feet): a 
Type I, I, or III. 

“Section 2. In addition to 
the above requirements for 
personal flotation devices, al) 
recreational boats 16 feet an 
over in length operated on th 
waters of this state shall carry 
at least on Type IV PFD (cus- 
hion or ring buoy) as a throw- 
able device. Such PFDs must 
be placed or stored on the 
vessel in such manner as to be 
readily available for use in 
case of emergency. 

“Section 3. Such PFDs that 
are torn, rotted, or damaged 
lose their U. S. Coast Guard 
approval. In addition, all PFDs 
Shall be proper size for oc- 
cupants on board. 

“Section 4. The Department 
of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, through its en- 
forcement officers, shall have 
the right to inspect any re- 
quired safety equipment aboard 
any vessel operated on the 
waters of this state
